Secretary to President Kennedy and President 
Johnson. He was in Dallas on November 22, 
1963 and made theoflicial announcement ol the 
president s death. 

Darwin Payne is a noted Dallas historian. In 
1963 he was a reporter lor the Dallas Times 
Herald a nd was the first reporter to interview 
Abraham Zapruder regarding his dramatic film. 

Judge Barefoot Sanders was U.S. Attorney in 
Dallas in 1963. He met Air Force One at Love 
Field and served a key role in organizing the 
impromptu inauguration ol President Johnson.
